The only group of people not allowed to relax was the 
Varsity Football team as they prepared for the Superbowl game 
held on December 4,1993 at Springfield College. Central’s victory 
against West Springfield by 28-7 titled them the first “Superbowl 
Champs” in Central’s history.

They didn’t let 
any obstacles get in the way of having a fun yet productive year; a 
year that they tore right into and would never forget.
